Paris Oculist Tells How He 


Transplants and Preserves 
Corneas of Dead. 


WRITES: OF HIS PROCESS. 


How to graft dead eyes in the living is 
among the medical and surgical wonders 
told of in the current issue of the Journal of 
the American Medical Association. 

Dr. A. Magitot of Paris, France, who dis- 
covered and perfected the transplantation 
of segments of the human eye, disctisses 
his latest discovery—that of preserving the 
corneas of dead persons or of still born 
children for an almost indefinite time be- 
fore ‘transplanting them. 

Dr. G. M. Gould of Ithaca, N. T., telis 
of & man of his acquaintance who, by rea- 
son of an opthaimic ailment, can read & 
whole page ot a book at a glance, in the 
same time required by an ordinary indi- 
vidual to read part of a line. ; 


,. Sransplanting of Byes. 

After discussing various experiments on 
rabbits and frogs, by which transplantation 
itself was perfected, Dr. Magitot explains 
that the surgical marvel can. only be per- 
formed on similar species, in which biologic 
conditions are the same. 

„The corneas of animals.“ says the oculist. 
“as well as various transparent substances, 
from small round pieces of glass or celluloid 


to membranes of fowl's eggs, have been 
tried. 


It was found that inert substances 
always acted as foreign bodiee and were 


| eliminated more or less rapidly.” 


Passing briefly over the simple surgical act 
of removing the ere from which a part is to 
be transplanted, Dr. Magitor explains the 
method of preservation as follows, in part: 

„The presérving serum is taken. not from 
the body of the animal which has furnished 
the cornea. but from one of the same species. 
Every aseptic precaution being regarded, the 
ocular bulbs are in this Nquid, and 
immediately placed in an apparatus which 
keeps them at e certain temperature.”

VOTE ON NEW CONSTITUTION 


FORBIDDEN BY HIGH COURT. 


Sapreme Bench of Indiana Declares 
Legislature. Exceeded Its Authority 
in Ordering Proposition Put on Ballot. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 5.—[Special.]]— 
The Tom Marshall constitution case 
was wiped from before the vision of the In- 
diana public this afternoon in the closing 
session of. the Supreme court. before the 
summer adjournment. 

Three of the members of the court, Jus- 
tices Myers and Monks and Chief Justice 
Cox announced an opinion denying the right 
to place the new state constitution propo- 
siton on the ballot at the coming genera! 
election in. November for the ratification or 
rejection of the people. 

Justices Spencer and Morris dissented 
from the opinion of the majority. 

The majority decision upheld the former 
decision of Judge Charles Remster of the 
Marion Circuit court, who declared the act 
of the 1911 Democratic legislature submit- 
ting the proposition to be null and void.

Ag the bottle of 
digitalis which 1 purchased is .marked 
poison I am à little worrled, and would 
like to know if I should take ten drops three 
time dally for an indefinite period, any pos- 
sible harm would be caused by ita use.”
